Shroud by competent scholars, 
there are mainly two standard 
works in English to which we 
may turn for reliable informa- 
tion. One of them, by Dr. Ar- 
thur Stapylton Barnes, pub- 
lished in London in 1934, tells 
us that “no written description 
or pious meditation can bring 
home to us the terrible nature 
of the sufferings of Christ so 
vividly as does the study of the 


photographs of the Shroud.” 


The other book is by Dr. Ru- 
dolf W. Hynek of Prague. It 
was published in New York in 
1951 and represents perhaps the 
most accurate and complete 
summary of research material 
available in English on this fas- 
cinating subject. 


An important French author- 


ity, Dr. Pierre Barbet, starting 
from a basis of complete skep- 
ticism, came to the conclusion 
that the Shroud of Turin is au- 
thentic. His book appeared in 
its English Version less than 
two years ago under the title 
“A Doctor at Calvary.” In this 
brief quotation Dr. Barbet gives 
us his final judgment after 
years of study and experiment: 
“Those who know how to read 
and ponder the Holy Shroud 
will find it the most moving of 
all meditations on the Passion.” 

To cite only one additional 
source, Dr. Yves Delage, an 
avowed agnostic, approaching 
the problem from a purely sci- 
entific point of view, has 
brought forth sufficient evidence 
to support the claim that the 
Shroud of Turin is, in fact, the 
same linen winding-sheet in 
which the Body of Jesus was 
wrapped by Joseph of Arima- 
thea when it was taken down 
from the cross; the same that 
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was found in the Holy Sepul- 
chre on Easter morning, upon 
which appear markings which 
show the form and face of 
Christ in a manner which pre- 


cludes any reasonable possibil- 


ity of fraud. Especially by the 
use of modern photography, it 
has been established that the 
Shroud of Turin is not an an- 
cient painting but that the 
markings on the linen were 
made by contact with a dead 
body; and from the evidence of 
these markings it is equally 
certain that the Body was that 
of the Crucified Saviour, 


Photos Of Shroud 


Most important is the. fact 
that the markings on. the 
Shroud present what is called a 
“negative image” similar to that 
on a photographic plate or film 
which has been exposed in a 
camera and developed in the 


dark room, In other words, the 
“light values” are reversed. The 
high lights appear as black in- 
stead of white, the dark 
shadows are light instead of 
black. 


This is a highly technical 
matter but all the more signifi- 
cant for that reason, because it 
could not have been known be- 
fore the invention of photo- 
graphy. Those who contend 
that the image on the Shroud 
was produced by artifice, must 
presume a knowledge of nega- 
tive images which did not 
exist until 200 years ago. They 
also presume a knowledge of 
anatomy which was impossible 
before the Middle Ages, long 
after the Shroud had become an 
object of veneration. 

Careful study of photographs 


of the Shroud, made in 1898 


and, again with modern, im- 
proved equipment in 1933, 
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The Holy Face of Christ as photographed from the Shroud 
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of Turin. 


Holy Shroud: True Picture Of Christ 


shows that the quality of the 
image is such that it could not 
have been produced by any 
means known in ancient times. 
It has been established, also, by 
scientific tests, that the Shroud 
is not a painting: there is no 
sign of pigment or brush. 

How, then; was this image 
produced? Like the scientists 
who have examined it, we do 
not resort to any supernatusal 
explanation; we consider only 
the data presented by the in- 
vestigations. What do they 
show? That the markings on 
the Shroud were made by stains 
of blood and sweat in conjunc- 
tion with such chemicals as are 
found in aloes, the spices, 
which, the Gospel tells us, were 
used in preparing the Body of 
Christ for burial. The outline 
of the image was formed by 
contact between the linen cloth 
and the contours of the reclin- 
ing Body. This is not a pious 
conjecture but the sober con- 
clusion of scientists who have 
given the matter exhaustive, 
critical study. 


Bruised Body 


If you will permit a homely 
parallel, you may have noticed, 
on arising from bed after a very 
warm and humid night, that the 
impression of your body was 
visible upon the sheet. The an-~ 
alogy is crude, of course, but it 
may help us to understand how 
the markings on the Holy 
Shroud*were made. We. might 
recall that the entombment of 
Christ took place immediately 
after His Body had been remov- 
ed from the Cross. The falling 
darkness, on the eve of the 
Passover Sabbath, made the ut- 
most haste necessary. There was 
only time to lay the corpse, al- 
ready stiffened .by the rigor 
mortis that quickly follows so 
violent a death as crucifixion, 
upon the long linen sheet which 
was then folded over the head 
and drawn down along the 
front of the Body. That is why 
the two images on the whole 
length of the Shroud can be ar- 
ranged, as if they were laid end 
to end, showing both the front 
and rear view of ‘the Body. 


As to the appearance and po- 
sition of the Body, it is evident 
from the Shroud that the arms

Blessing Of New Fire 


The entire vigil service begins, 
as formerly, with the blessing of 
the new fire. This takes place out- 
side the church, or if impossible, 
at least in the rear of.the church. 
The fire represents the Light 
which should lead us from the 
darkness of sin to the Light of 
i Aeon It also is a symbol 
of the warmth of Christ’s love for 
mankind. 

At the same time, grains of in- 
cense are blessed. These are placed 
into the Paschal candle in the form 
of a cross during the blessing of 


incense together with the five 
small nails that are placed into 


the candle symbolize the five. glor-' 


ious wounds of Christ by which 
he redeemed mankind and with 
which he will be adorned for all 
eternity in heaven. 

The blessing of the Paschal 
candle follows immediately. The 
Paschal or Easter candle is a tall 
pillar of wax which represents 


Christ, the Light of the World. | 


During the blessing of the Paschal 
candle, the priest carves a cross 
into the wax recalling the cross 
Christ carried for man. In the 
angles of the cross he carves the 
numerals of the current year: 
above the cross he etches the Greek 
letter alpha, and below the letter 
omega (the first and last letters 
of the Greek alphabet symbolizing 


Christ, the beginning and the end). | 


At the same time the priest chants 
the new magnificent prayer which 


befits a true King: “Christ yester- 


day and today, the Beginning and 


~|the End. Alpha and Omega. All 
~|time belongs to Him and all eterni- 


ty. To Him be glory and empire 
forever and ever. Amen.” 

The Easter Candle is then light- 
ed from the new fire. At this time 


all the lights in the church are) 


extinguished and a procession is 
formed. The deacon, carrying. the 
Paschal candle and followed by 
the clergy and the faithful, leads 
the procession into the church 
teaching us that Christ is truly 
“the Way, the Truth, and the Life,” 
and with Whom we cannot walk in 
darkness. 

In the rear of the church the 
deacon stops and raising the can- 
dle ‘aloft chants: Lumen Christi!— 
Behold the Light of Christ! All 
genuflect toward the candle and 
respond: Deo Gratias!—Thanks be 
to God!

Horr Week brings out what is worst in man and what 

is best in God, namely the evil of man who would 
slay Perfect Goodness, and the Goodness of God who 
would not allow that slaying to be permanent, but rose 
from the dead to shed into men’s hearts His Spirit of for. 
giveness. The Crucifixion is the autobiography of every 
living soul, The parchment on which it is written is the 
Flesh of the Son of God; the ink is His Precious Bleod: 
the pen is the Lance cutting deep into His Heart or the 
nails writing indelibly as Sears. 


In the brightness of sun, or in the midst of follies, this 


record of our past may fade into shadowy outline as we turp 
our eyes from the blotches and the daubs of life. 
of silence—on the sick bed at midnight when darkness gives 
vision scope, on the open desolation of the lonely sea—our 
faults blaze as characters of unrelenting fire. 


But in times 


The crown of thorns would have been less piercing if we 


had been less proud in our thoughts; the nails would have 
summoned forth lesser fountains if we had not been so greedy 
or so avaricious; the Feet would have been less riven with 


steel had we less wandered in the paths of sin.. This is the 
personal equation between the Cross and ourselves.

At this Mass occurred the 
blessing of the Holy Oils. The 
third Mass was celebrated to com- 
memorate the institution of the 
Holy Sacrifice of the Mass by 
Christ at the Last Supper. It was 
called the Mass of the Lord’s 
Supper. It was customary that this 
third Mass be celebrated in the 
evening, and during this Mass 
priests and people received Holy 
Communion. 


In later centuries. the three 
Masses were replaced by one single 
Mass, as is still the custom in our 
churches today. The Mass of Holy 
Thursday is one of the most solemn 
and impressive Masses of the en- 
tire liturgical year. This is as it 
should be, because Holy Thursday 
is the birthday of the Holy Sac- 
rifice of the Mass. 


In the early Church there. was 
another rite which took place on 
Holy Thursday, namely, the solemn} 
reconciliation of public penitents.

The situation is substantially the same even at 
the present time. The social action movement 1s 
expanding at a rather encouraging pace, but, pro- 
portionately speaking, the leadership is still _pre- 
dominantly clerical rather than lay. Am occasional 
Frederick Kenkel, lamented leader of the Catholic 
Central Verein, or a Dr. Hagerty, one of the de- 
ceased founders of the Catholic Conference on In- 
dustrial Problems, is still the exceptional layman 
who proves the rule. 


This is not to suggest that there is or that 
there ever has been any desire on the part of the 
clergy in the United States to “run” the social 
action movement. On the contrary, there has al- 
ways been a wholesome spirit of cooperation be- 
tween the clergy and the laity, based upon a mutual 
understanding of their respective functions in the 
social apostolate of the Church. This has been 
particularly true in the field of labor, to which 
special attention has been given by the Catholic 
social action movement if only because of the fact 
that the overwhelming majority of our Catholic 
people have been members of the working class. 


Cardinal’s Far-Sighted Policy 


The far-sighted policy of Cardinal Gibbons has 
been decisive in the field of labor. In his famous 
memorial to the Holy See in defense of the Knights 
of Labor, the beloved Archbishop of Baltimore, 
speaking on behalf of the majority of his fellow 
Bishops in the United States, forcefully expressed 
his confidence in the integrity and the judgment 
of the working people’ of this country and in their 
ability to conduct the affairs of their unions ac- 
cording to sound moral principles without benefit 
of direct ecclesiastical supervision. 


Cardinal Gibbons did not think it was either 
possible or necessary for American workers to be 
banded together in Catholic unions under the di- 
rection of the clergy. Noting with pride the friendly 
relationship between the Church and the faithful 
in the United States, he said that the only thing 
he feared was a cooling of this affection which, 
he added, “nothing would more certainly occasion 
than imprudent condemnations.” 

So faithfully have the clergy of succeeding 
generations adhered to the Cardinal’s policy in this 
regard that “the conclusion seems warranted,” in 
the words of a well-known student of Americaa

exercise a greater share of the leadership in the 
social apostolate. The disproportionate influence of 
the clergy in the past was probably more or less 
inevitable, given the extraordinarily rapid growth 
of an immigrant Catholic population which, by and 
large, was unprepared until recent times for ef- 
fective leadership in the field of Catholic social 
action. 3 : 


Functions Of The Laity 


In one sense of the word, of course, the role 
of the clergy in the social apostolate is and will 
continue to be paramount. It is their function, in 
the words of Pope Pius XI, “to search diligently 
for lay apostles, to select them with prudence and 
to train and instruct them properly.” 

In another sense of the word, however, the 
role of the clergy in the field of social reconstruc- 
tion is of secondary importance compared to that 
of the laity. The reason for this is stated succinctly 
by a competent American theologian, Monsignor 
William O’Connor of the Archdiocese of New York. 
“Authority,” Monsignor O’Connor writes in a re- 
cent book, “The Layman’s Call,” “does not and 
cannot initiate social reforms. It is the function of 
authority to supervise and regulate, to point out 
excesses and dangers and to encourage the down- 
trodden to hope and to struggle for a better day. 
Social reforms, if they are to be effective and last- 
ing, must come from below: they cannot be imposed 
from above. It is the vocation of the laity to take 
this initiative, with the aid and blessing of God.” 

This is, indeed, a difficult assignment for the 
laity in the United States, but to men and women 
of strong faith it will not appear to be impossible. 
Pope Pius XII has told us how to proceed. The 
laity, he says, “will find the strength to accomplish 
this work, which must seem superhuman, in the 
practice of a sacramental and eucharistic life which 
becomes ever deeper . . . in following loyally and 
generously the directions of the Hierarchy ... and 
in a fraternal and happy cooperation with the other 
movements of Catholic action, with a view of sub- 
mitting the whole of society to the rule of God.” 

Following these directives of the Vicar of Christ 
on earth, the laity of the United States, in coopera- 
tion with the clergy, can be expected to do great 
things in the important field of social action.

Buenos Aires—(NC)—New pro- 
nouncements by the Bishops of 
Argentina have underscored their 
inflexible opposition to any attempt 
by the Peron government to limit 
or restrict the Church’s rights in 
the field of education. 


THIS RIGID stand was. clearly 
reflected in memoranda the 
Bishops sent to president Juan D. 
Peron and to Education Minister 
Armando Mendez San Martin, and 
in a Lenten ‘pastoral letter ordered 
to be read in all the Catholic 
churches of the country. 

Negotiations have been reported 
under way between His Eminence 
Santiago Luis Cardinal Copello, 
Archbishop of Buenos Aires, and 
President Peron with a view to 


Church-State conflict that erupted 
last November. Whether or not 
such an agreement is being dis- 
cussed, one thing is certain; the 
first condition for an understand- 
ing must be a full recognition by 
the government of the Church’s 


ing work. 


In their memorandum to Presi- 
dent Peron, the Bishops minced 
no words in denouncing the dis- 
criminatory measures adopted 
against Catholic schools, and in 
proclaiming their unalterable 
opposition to any effort to estab- 
lish a State monopoly in educa- 
tien. 


“The restriction imposed during 
these last three months,” the 
Bishops declared, “attack funda- 
mental rights which are accorded 
by the national constitution and 
which we feel it is our duty to 
defend. The first right attacked is 
that of the family, since the con- 
stitution itself ... declares that 
‘education and instruction corres- 
pond to the family, and to private 
and public institutions which colla- 
borate with the family...” 


THE BISHOPS declared that 
some 1,000 Catholic schools, with a 
total enrollment of 300,000 stu- 
dents, had been established by the 
Church in. Argentina under the 
protection of the constitution. 
However, they said, “it is evident 
that the present tendency of legis- 
lation ... is carrying us toward

Meanwhile the south bank 
its disabled partner. The New 
Orleans run was completed in two 
sections and the finished product 
was combined by a “stuffing” op- 
eration performed by OSV Book 
department personnel. 

The Fort Wayne edition was 
printed on the one bank, resulting 
in two-color instead 
four-color comic section.
